PROPOSED STATE HIGHWAY. 

The cross-state automobile tour cn which Gov. 
Hadley is scheduled to start July 17 means much 
more than a mere junket. Tie route for a State 
highway is to be selected, and while there are not 
s0 many offerings as there were in the State 
song contest, the Governor may find the prob- 
lems of pike and paving more complex than those 
’ of meter and melody. 
On the northern route, which follows the main 
line of the Wabash Railroad, except for a di- 
gression into Pike County, lie Mexico, Centralia, 
Moberly, Keytesville, Carrollton and Richmond. 
Jefferson City and Sedalia are on the southern 
route, which lies along the Rock Island and Mis- 
souri Pacific right of ways. The Central route 
gets away from the main lines of railroads and 
discovers Columbia and Fulton, the. termini of 
branch roads, Fayette, Marshall and Higginsville. 
Whichever route is chosen, the choice will be 
but a beginning. The upbuilding of a genuine 
State highway will be a work for the next State 
. administration, and the next after it. A few 
years ago rural feeling against the automobile 
might have prevented the work from being done 
at all. But today many farmers have motor 
cars, other farmers’ horses are “automobile broke” 
and all realize that roads which are good for the 
touring car are good for the farm wagon, too. 
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There are fortunately -new -ways of putting 
things. in the old days it was always a poet, 
« philosopher or a mountain climber who had 
mounted to a lofty altitude, but now arises upon 
the scene an English novelist and dedicates her 
passionate story to Graham-White, the aviator, 
as “a great man who has achieved great heights.” 
This is neat and not gaudy. 
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YOUNG AMBITION’S LADDER. 
Maxine Elliott used Nat Goodwin as a ladder to 
reach her goal of social ambition. That’s what

him, she couldn’t climb very high on: the co- 
median’s framework. He says she has the ambi- 
tion of a Cleopatra, the dignity of a Joan of Arc 
and the demeanor of a Nero.

This “parity” of pr-ces seems to be the corner- 
stone of the scheme. It not .only is the finest 
product of the international agreement, assuring 
the “co-operation” which Judge Gary has so un- 
selfishly urged, but it is the means by which 
icquisitive governments are to be discomfited. 
Investigators prying 1zround :or evidence of con- 
spiracy wil] find nothing anywhere to compare 
any particular price with except an identical price 
charged elsewhere. It can never be ascertained 
whether prices are high or low, fair or unfair. 
They will be arbitrary and accounted just be- 
cause they are so decreed by all steel makers 
the world over. Mr. Taft’s tariff commissioners 
would never be able to. ascertain the difference 
ir the cost of production here and abroad and so 
make a scientific tariff rate which would take 
this difference into account, “together with a 
reasonable profit to American manufacturers.” 
In fact, so far as steel is concerned, no tariff 
would be needed to protect an industry so capable 
of protecting itself. The world would be cut 
into sections and parceled out among the steel 
makers. 
No promoter in this age of colossal promotions 
has imagined a combination to equal this. In 
fact, it is imagined to the point of such immensity 
that it can defy all governments by making their 
efforts at regulation futile, or by getting be- 
yond the reach of the laws of any of them... Dis- 
solution under the Sherman anti-trust law would 
be immaterial perhaps, because so long as the 89 
subsidiary corporations of .ue Steel Trust yielded 
ta the commands of the price-fixing “institute” 
the monopoly would be preserved. 
There is, however, one reply the United States 
may make to the proposal. It is not necessary 
to wait until the efficacy of the gnti-trust law 
las been further demovstrated or the giant agree- 
ment has fallen of its own weight. We need not 
wait until we have learned by new tests to what 
extent arbitrary rules may be substituted for the 
natural laws of trade. The steel makers have 
placed themselves beyond the pale of tariff pro- 
tection by assertion of their power to protect 
themselves. They purpose preying on the uni- 
verse. The least the universe can do is to repeal 
every tariff duty imposed on steel products. The 
United States Congress should do it at once and 
without regard to similar action by other nations. 
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Banks at the rate of 40 a day are making ap- 
plication to the Postoffice.

Banking institutions see at last that postal banks 
bring money out of hiding and give them an 
opportunity to handle funds which were hope- 
lessly beyond their reach.

The “gentle poet,” Longfellow, believed that 
life is real, life is earnest. This also is the Col- 
onel’s theory of life.

But as 
a fair fighter, he is our ideal aboriginal Ameri- 
can. F 
This at least is the latest summing up of the 
Colonel’s theory and practice. It comes from 
Texas and from Congressman Littleton. It is sup- 
posed to explain everything, but it does not 
explain the insurgency of the Seneca Indians, 
as they are now developing it. 
As against the strenuous life of the Rough Rid- 
er era, inherited from the Cheyennes and Sioux, 
the Senecas have begun a Longfellow revival. 
They have adopted Hiawatha as the ideal abo- 
rigine. They propose him as a substitute for the 
Colonel, for Buffalo Bill and for all other Amer- 
ican aborigines, red or white, improved and un- 
improved. To the end that he may be accepted 
by Americans of Caucasian extraction, they have 
organized a Hiawatha Dramatic Co.. They are 
now traveling Westwardly, offering their dra- 
matic Hiawatha fests in the open air as substi- 
tutes for Wild West shows and rough riding ex- 
hibitions of all other kinds. Jn Indiana, where 
taste is being educated also by Ben Greet in 
open-air Shakspeare, it is said that the Senecas 
are giving the most truthful delineation of ab- 
original American life ever witnessed. This is 
the decree after witnessing the Colonel’s -delin- 
eation, original and aboriginal, so the Long- 
fellow revival seems to be making satisfactory 
progress. With both Longfellow and the Senecas 
on his side, Hiawatha may yet supplant the 
Colonel as our ideal aborigine.

OLD CREEDS AND NEW NEEDS. 
A Presbyterian journal] of high standing in 
the church has been watching the comments of 
— public on the verdict in the trial of Dr. 
Grant for heresy, and reaches the conclusion that 
“the unecélesiastical man in the street” is in- 
corrigibly persuaded that a conviction for heresy 
is a conviction for exercising the right of private 
judgment. Moreover, this church paper thinks 
that the man in the street concludes, and always 
will conclude, that a conviction for heresy is in- 
tended to carry a stigma of crime. ' 
The man in the street has been called many 
things, but no adjective ever applied to him was 
more appropriate than the word “unecclesiastical:” 
He is religious enough, after a fashion of his 
own, but the subtleties of theology confuse him 
and the nice distinctions of the creeds merely 
prejudice him against dogma. He naturally sym- 
pathizes with heresy, in the belief that the 
heretic is a man more like himself than the 
judges who cast him out of the church. As a 
matter of course, there is small basis for such 
a belief, but it is inevitable under the circum- 
stances. Theology is even more technical than 
the law and more baffling to the average man 
then the processes of reasoning that go to the 
decision of a great question of equity in our 
courts. The man in the street must accept the 
technicalities of the law whether he understands 
them or not, because behind them, when they 
become judicial decisions, is the force of the 
State. It is otherwise in respect to the churches. 
Their technicalities may be accepted or rejected 
by the average man and, generally speaking, he 
rejects them. 
But it would be very unjust to the churches to 
leave the impression that they are not alive 
to their. moral obligations. A vast majority of 
them, in the cities at all events, are keenly alive 
te their ethical responsibilities and are preach- 
ing the gospel of social service. The greatest 
check upon their activities is the creed in the 
background. It does not hamper the clergyman 
in his work, but it does put the layman out of 
touch with him. The ordinary American no long- 
er believes a number of dogmas that are vital 
to the true ecclesiastic, and neither layman nor 
minister can quite forget that between them, in- 
tellectually, there is a great guif. The only way 
tc ease the situation, as most of the educated 
laity see it, is the abandonment by the churches, 
as rapidly as possible, of all dogmas that have 
been hopelessly invalidated by the critical schol- 

arship of the last half century.

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DREAD OF AERIAL WARFARE. 
M. Beernaert, the Belgian delegate to the com- 
ing Interparliamentary Congress at Rome, will 
submit a resolution in favor of the absolute pro- 
hibition by international agreement of aerial war- 
fare, whether by dirigible balloons or aeroplanes. 
The recent Congress of International Law at 
Madrid approved of aerial warfare. They prob- 
ably despaired of preventing it, believing with 
Napoleon that ‘it ‘s a principle of war that when 
you can use the lightning, ’tis better than can- 
non Swift called war “that mad game the 
world so loves to play,” and it is certain that the 
sporting instinct of the race is in favor of going 
ahead and seeing what a tremendous game aerial 
warfare would prove to be. 
For this very reason, however, it is the duty of 
every man in public life, when he has the oppor- 
tunity, to protest with all his force against the 
threatened aggravation of war’s horrors through 
the use of aerial warships. The nations are pre- 
paring not only to use dirigibles and aeroplanes 
as scouts, but to pit actual fleets of these new in- 
struments of warfare against each other in the 
sky. | 
Protests against what. appear to be coming 
events may seem foclish, but when these events 
are of man’s making they can be controlled by 
the force of public opinion. The public man who 
fails to protest against any new crime in the name 
of war is an unfaithful representative of the 


people.

Today she is perhaps the most admired 
coloratura singer in Kurepe, with a yoice of re- 
markable purity and flexibility. One of her most 
popular roles is that of Lakme, which she has

which is not usually the case) exactly suits her. 
| She is voung, pretty. lively and fascinating: 
adored by managers because she is never sick or 
sorry; has no fads, no caprices, no nerves; does not 
require either a Teddy ‘bear of a pollywog as a 
mascot: never breaks an engagement and never 
knows what it is to have a cold. 

She lately closed a seven months’ tour which 
embraced Vienna. Warsaw and Bucharest. The

“T made my debut in New York when I was 
only 16. My prayer was answered and I appeared 
as Marguerite. 

“After two vears in New York I sailed for Eu- 
rope and at once joined the Paris Opera Comique, 
where I sang for a season. But already the fever 
for travel had seized me, and afterward I refused 
long contracts. Brussels is the only opera house 
where I have signed for two seasons, and that was 
because I had two months free in winter to Sing 
elsewhere and four in summer.

VER ENDS WHEN 
BOAT IS DISABLED 


Belle of Calhoun Has to Lay Up 
for a Time, Meanwhile G. 
W. Hill Restores Rates. 








RIVALRY AIDED FARMERS 





Steamer Repaired, Owners Agree 
to Charge Tariffs in Effect 
Before the Fight. 





A steamboat freight war waged for 
almost four months between St. Louis 
and Riprap Landing, IJl., a reminder of 
the old days of fierce competition for 
river traffic, and unhampered by Gov- 
ernment regulation, has just closed. The 
end came when the steamer Belle of Cal- 
houn ran into a snag and punched a hole 
in her hull while racing to beat her 
rival, the G. W. Hill. 

Hogs were transported between river 
points for 5 cents each during the freight 
war. The tariff is now .35 cents for the 
Same journey. The charge of 35 cents 
each for cattle made during the rivalry 
between the boats has been increased 
to $1.2. Wheat, which was brought to 
St. Louls for 5 cents a sack during the 
early harvest, is now accepted for ship- 
ment at.15 cents a sack. Eggs were 
hauled for 3 cents a case. The charge 
now is 15 cents a case. 

Fertile Valley Tapped. 

The Belle of Calhoun and the G. W. 
Hill run between St. Louis and Riprap, 
tapping the fertile valley for % miles 
above St. Louis. The rates for freight 
Shipments were a boon to the farmers in 
that locality while the boats fought for 
supremacy, but was unprofitable to the 
boat owners. 

For three years the G. W. Hill has had 
undisputed possession of the upper river 
territory it touched. The Belle of Cal- 
houn broke into the St. Louis—Riprap 
territory this spring. As soon as the 
river was open for traffic this spring the 
boats begun their contest. 

No Government regulation fixes ste1m- 
Loat freight rates and the charges are 
based on competition with other boats 
and the railroads. The railroads felt the 
effect of the steamboat war, but were 
rowerless to put a stop to the drop in 
prices of transportation. 

Farmers Formed Agreement. 

According to officials of the boats. 
the farmers formed a sort of gentle- 
men’s agreement among themselves to 
heep the rates low. Neighboring farm- 
ers, they say, would split up’ ther 
shipments, one giving his produce to 
the Belle of Calhoun and the other to 
the G. W. Hill. By this method it was 
neped that both boats would be given 
enough shipments to keep them in the 
trade. 

The promised record-breaking wheat 
and apple crops in the Calboun County 
ad.strict was looked forward to by both 
boats as a source of future profit, and 
Was used by the farmers as a remind- 
e: of what was to come. 

The rivalry grew so intense that a 
customer from an upper river point 
could get a buggy or wagon shipped 
from St. Louis for a charge of $1. The 
rate now is $3.50. Passengers between 
landings were accepted for almost any 
rate. . 
Old Rates Restored, 

Two weeks ago the Belle of Calhoun 
was disabled by a snag. She had to be 
taken to the ways and docked for re- 
pairs. A week ago the boat was again 
ready to re-enter the traffic race. Th2 
G. W. Hill had held the field for a 
week and had restored prices, The 
rianagers of the Belle of Calhoun de- 
cided to let the rates stand, and is now 
piying between the river points, charg- 
ing the same rates as the G. W. Hill.

“Tf predict that within 12 years smok- 
ing and tobacco chewing in public will 
have become obsolete,” said Dr. Wiley 
today. “A man has a perfect right 
to drink, chew or dip snuff in private, 
but he has not the shadow of a right 


to inflict unwholesome smoke and his 
vile breath on the community at large,

louis has been subject to unjust and 
transportation charges, 
and to undue discrimination and dis- 
advantage and that unjust discrimina- 
tion would cease only when the Manu- 
facturers’ Railway was allowed Its share 
in the rates. 

While Commissioner Lane adhered to 
the findings of the commission in gen- 
ernl he held that the terminal question 
will be solved only when the termina) 


il charges are completely segregated from 


the line tariffs. Commissioner Lane 
stated: 

“Tl am in agreement with this repert 
to the extent that it decides that the 
Manufacturers’ Railway is, as te cer- 
tain of its traffic, a common Carrier. 
It is also doubtless a plant fa- 
cility. As a common carrier it {gs 
entitled to recompense for the service 
which it gives; as a plant facility we 
have nothing to do with It. The diffi- 
culty we have had in deciding this case, 
even to the extent that it ts decided 
here, arises out of the fact that the 
commission has not exercised the power 
granted to it under the law to sep- 
arate terminal from transportation 
charges, or require the carriers to do

ments, the lower house of the convg 
cation of the Church of England tried 
its hand at expurgating the marriage 
service yesterday. 

The Archbishop of Leicester de- 
clared that certain phrases and words 
in the exhortacion of the marriage 
services are offensive to brides, Other 
clerics said that when officiating at 
weddings they are often asked to cut 
out these words and phrases or to 
mumble them so that they are scarce- 
ly audible. The exhorcation was com- 
posed in the sixteenth centry, a coarse 
epoch, and the convocation commit- 
tee recommends alterations in it to 
make it consonant with modern 
ideas. 

The members of the convocation, 
with very few objecting, chen agreed 
to the following changes tn the ex- 
hortation. It was agreed. that the 
cl. use reciting that marriage “Is not 
by any to be enterprised or taken In 
hand lightly’ should be altered to 
read, “marriage is not by any to be 
taken in hand unadvisedly, lightly, 
wantonly, but reverently, discreetly, 
advisedly, soberly and in fear of God, 
duly considering the chief cause for 
which matrimony ts ordained.” 

The members also agreed the pas- 
sage stating “that marriage was or- 
duined for the procreation of man- 
kind,” should run ‘for the increase of 
mankind.”. Ic was then proposed to 
omit the passage in the exhortation 
which gives the second reason for 
which marriage is ordained, namely 
“for a* remedy against sin.” This 
alteration was hotly resisted by sev 
eral members, Cannon Drummond 
sald that those who objected to these 
words were precisely the persons by 
whom cthey were most needed.

That is, he said Senator Cummins had 
been petulant. Senator Cullom told 
the Benate how he had tried to calm 
Benator Cummins and- Senator Cum- 
mins had told him to go to hell, but 
Senator Cullom immediately corrected 
himself, and said that what Senator 
Cummins had said, while amounting 
to that, was not, of course incor-

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| Lorenz Padberg Declares Clubs 
and Grocers Spoil Profits of 
Saloon Keeper. - 





Lorenz F. Padberg has undertaken 


to do whet many persons in 8t. 
Louis have for a nalf dozen years 
talked about doing. He intends te 
lift the Sunday lid—net temporarily 


by artifice or executive neglect, but 
permanently, by repealing the Sunday 
closing statute. 

Padberg is president of the Liquor 
Dealers’ Benevolent Association, and 
he has the organization behind him 
in his campaign. 

Padberg is the head of a South 
Broadway business concern which 1s 
listed in the city directory ag being 
in the grocery business. Yet one of 
his two loudest complaints is about 
the way in which grocers are al- 
lowed to compete with saloon keep- 
ers, without bearing the license bur- 
dens of saloon keepers. His other 
complaint is against lid clubs which 
are allowed harvest the Sunday 
business which, he-contends, should 
belong to the licensed and regulated 
dramshops, 

Padberg has formed a businesslift 
plan of campaign. His purpose is to 
place the repeal proposal before the 
people of Missouri, under the initiative 
and referendum clause of the Stata 
constitution and to do this petitions 
must be circulated in 11 congressional 
Gistricts, and the signatures of 5 per 
cent of the voters in those districts 
must be obtained. 
Has Low Cast Figured. 

He figures this as the chief item of 
expense, but expects to get the names 
without difficulty by paying canvassers 
f cents a name—a total of $3000 for 
40,000 names: The rest of the expenses 
he believes can. be kept within $3000, 
making the total fund, which he re- 
quires only $5000. 

His estimate Of expense, and his pres- 
ent plan of campaign, has not gone be- 
yond the stage of placing the matter be- 
fore the people.

They 
are also willing to have saloons closed 
for a part of Sunday, preferably during 
the morning hours of church services. 

Works for Saloonkeepers. 

“YT have been working for years,” said 
Padberg yesterday to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter, ‘‘to try and force men who 
are in the liquor business to pay a 
license, and to have men who have a 
license and conduct an orderly place rec- 
ognized as respectable business men. 

*“‘A city saloon license costs $500. Then 
there is $300 for the State license, $25 for 
the Government license, and advalorem 
fee of about $30 for an average saloon 
and the excise commissioner's fee of 
$7 twice a year, making a total of about 
$869 for the different licenses needed.

Put It Up to Folk. 

“IT talked of that matter to Gov. 
Folk July 26, 195. I told him of the 
Injustice in letting a groce¥ sell liquor 
at retail with only a Government lIi- 
cense, while the saloon man had to pay 
to Government, State and city, to say 
nothing of many other expenses. He 
said: ‘Padberg, you are right. I will 
see that every grocer who sells liquor 
takes out a dramshop license.’ I guess 
he thought I would show some signs 
of wild delight at this promise, but I 
did nothing of the sort. I looked him 
in the eye, and said: ‘Governor, excuse 
me, but you will do nothing of the 
sort. If you ever start to do what 
you say, you will find it hurting your 
populanty, and you will stop short.’ 
And he did. 

“There are 2225 saloon keepers in St. 
Louis. Ten per cent of them are mak- 
ing little money, and 90 per cent of them 
are just dragging along. On one side 
of us the grocer, who pays no Btate or 
city license, is getting the family trade. 
On the other side the lid-lifting clubs 
are getting the Sunday business.” 


“Illegitimate Competition.” 

“This is illegitimate competition and 
we want it stopped. With the olosing 
of the saloons on Sunday came the lid 
clubs and the saloons of St. Louls never 
injured the morals of the city as much 
as these clubs. They are to be found 
everywhere and in nearly all cases you 
will find some politician is the man who 
sends a check to the brewery and the 
liquor dealer for the supplies. There 
are many clubs in St. Louls wWhere 
young girls go on Saturday night and 
very often they do not get home unti] 
late Sunday night and then fn no condi- 
tion to go to their work Monday morn- 
ing. Not far from this corner there are 
rc lot of minors, young fellows who can- 
not get a drink in a saloon run accord- 
ing to law, who are planning to or- 
ganize a club to which they can take 
young giris of their own age and drink. 

“I want every saloon keeper arrested 
who sells to minors and drunken men.

LONDON. July 8—The Lorde vets 
bill will be passed by the House of 
Lords without amendment and with- 
out making necessary an open threat 
that new peers will be creaced. 

All the Tory newspapers have 
thrown up the sponge, even those 
that last week were declaring that 
the peers would die in the last ditch 
Gefending their birthright. The 
Tories have seized upon a concilia- 
tory statement made by Lord Morely, 
Thursday, on a point of wholly minor 
moment and acclaim it as a basis for 
an honorable compromise. 

Lord Newton proposed an amend- 
ment to the bill to provide that no 
further limitation of the legislative 
powers of the House of Lords should 
be enacted under the bill unrfl there 
has been a general election. 

The fact is that the Liberals never 
intended to propose any such furth- 
er limitation, seeing that the destruc- 
tion of the Lords’: veto power leaves 
mnoching more to be desired in that dl- 
rection. But Lord Moreley said very 
decisively that the Government would 

czept Lord Newton's amendment f!n 
principle provided it was drafted so 
as to carry out what he wanted and 
no more, 

That i!{s the greac “concession” 
which the peers have eagerly grasp- 
ed at and hailed as a compromise, 
The truth Is that the Government 
proposes to compromise nothing, 
while the peers are now reduced to 
guch impotence that they are ready to 
compromise everything. They real- 
ize that their plight will be worse 
than it would be under the veto bilt 
if they provoke a swamping of the 
House of Lords with 600 Radical 
Peers who would return that Hous» 
on radical lines. 

The peers’ only hope now its that 
Tories regain office at the election. 
Then two or three years hence they 
can reorganize the House of Lords 
on such principles as to restore some 
of its former powers. Meantime they 
have been beaten “to the ropes” buc 
rext vear the whole strength of the 
Tory portv will be once more con- 
centrated on the lest desperate at- 
t¢mpt to wreck the Government’s 
heme rule bill. 

But political observers agree that 
never again can the tide of anti- 
Irish feeling be whipped up as it was 
in the 80’s and 90's, and that the 
Home rule struggle will also end in 
a compromise as illusory on the part 
of che peers as that reached in the 
constitutional question now. 


VICTOR NAPOLEON HAS

Prince Announces He Is Faithful 


to Traditions of French 


Revolution. 


PARIS, July 4.—In an interview with 
a Paris newspaper, Prince Victor Na- 
poleon has pulylicly denied that he pre- 
tends to a royulist restoration in France. 
He contends that his new party, called 
by the rather elongated title, the Party 
of Appeal to the People, is as repub- 
lican as thé best of them, but that it 
wishes to establish a stronger govern- 
ment than that at the head of affairs 
now. 

The Prince is a trifle vague as to the 
means to this desirable end. But he is 
certain enough in declaring that, just 
because he married a Belgian princess, 
he does not expect to put himself for- 
ward as a ruler by right of birth. 

“I claim me dynastic right,” he said. 
“I am a son of modern France. I re- 
main faithful to the tradition of the 
French Revolution—sovereignty of the 
mation, civic equality, liberty of con- 
science, social progress. I should Ike 
to see all the persecutions cease, and 
never be followed by others. France, 
who would reject a master, awaits a 
leader, and it is for her to select him 
freely. The party of the plebiscite is 
not for revolution, but for evolution. 
Whatever conception one may have of 
it, the republic ¢-¢ht to have at its 
head a government that governs.”

Caracas the president had fled. 

For ten years Castro ruled Venezuela 
with an’iron hand and it was not until 
broken in health he went to Europe that 
hig enemies mustered the strength to 
depose him. .He has boasted that he 
would return to Venezuela and resume 
power.

PIE RPONT MORGAN, who recent- 

ly received from Ealiser Wilhelm 

‘he Grand Cross of the Red Eagle. 
thereby becams the jeader of the lis~ o1 
1590 Americans who have been decorated 
by royalty. »r. Morgan now is the 
wearer of sasnes, of collars, of crostes 
and of stairs. While dictating the finan- 
cial policy of the United States, he owes 
what allegiance goes with the bearing of 
kingly orders from the powers abroud. 

To be strictly au fait, one must ad- 
Gress Mr. Morgan (when one gets to 
him), as “Your Excellency,” because 
that honor goes with the cross bestowed 
by the Sultan. You may vary the title 
in French or Italian or German to meet 
the requirements of the various orders 
that bespread the Morgan breast. 

The Morgan valet has become a per- 
gon of importance, for he must have a 
fine knowledge of heraldry in order to 
arrange the Morgan dress suit, with its 
accompanying knee breeches, s0 as to 
accommodate the various decorations 
bestowed for “distinguished services” by 
the monarchs of Europe who are glad 
to welcome the monarch of American 
finance. 


‘His Important Services 


to the Crowned Head. 


R. MORGAN’S services to the 
VI crowned heads of Europe have, 

indeed, been important. He re- 
stored a stolen cope of saintly import- 
ance to Italy; to the Emperor of Ger- 
many he gave a priceless manuscript of 
Martin Luther, bought with innumera- 
ble American dollars; he showed the 
Sultan of Turkey that the piaster was 
greater than the scimitar; he gave a 
priceléss Mmiiniature to the Dowager 
Queen Alexandra. Graduating from the 
Collegé of American Finance, he has 
carefully prepared his thesis for other 
countries, and received his honorary de- 
grees, 

The conquest of Germany is without 
doubt the greatest achievement with 
which this man of deeds may be cred- 
Nineteen years ago Morgan and 
the Kaiser met for the first time, and 
this is what the ruler of Germany then 
said in a letter: 

“Try as I could, his conversation 
failed to reveal to me that he had 
any clear comprehension of the vast 
harmonies and conflicts of the com- 
mercial universe... I was amazed to 
find him well-informed regarding the 
historical and philosophical develop- 
ment of nations. His political econ- 
omy leaves him unconcerned regard- 
ing Socialism, which undoubtedly wii 
seon constitute the most stupendous 
Mr Morgan 
confessed that he had never been 
sufficiently interested to study into 
what Soctalism means exactly.”

> Mr. Morgan in full regalia nowadays 
is indeed a person of some importance 
His decorations are so numerous that in 
order to offend none of his colleagues, 
he must reguiate his attire as he pro- 
ceeds from cour: to court. For insta nce, 
it would be mighty bad form to wear 
the Iitallan sash and only a German 
star when knealing at the feet of Prus- 
sian royalty and to give up more of his 
coat front to an Italian vauble than 
to the star of Turkey when at Con- 
stantinople would positively entail inter- 
national trouble, 

It is a fine thing, by the way, for 
recipents of these fo.cizn decorations 
to remember that they are entitled to a 
certain degree of pro'‘ection from the 
governments that bestowed these favors 
upon them. It is a maiter of record that 
lrance once threatened to break off 
diplomatic relations with-Persia because

It must, therefore, be pleasanst for 
Mr. Morgan and the other decorated 
Ameéricans to know that the fora'gn 
order is almost as potent as a Masonic 
decree or a membership in some other 
potent organization.

“The object of making this a test 
case,” said Roy F. Britton, president 
of the Automobile Club, “was not an 
attempt on the part of the club to 
evade paying the city license This 
we are perfectly willing to do and al- 
ways have been. We want to establish a 
simple and safe means of identification. 
The license tag of the State does this, 
while the two tags—the State and city— 
frequently cause confusion.

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INEW AUTO LAW 
EFFECTIVE AUG. 1 


The new Missouri State automobile 
law will be in effect Aug. 1, and from 
that time on a new license schedule will 
become effective. Owners of cars will 
be required to make application for 
registry and to pay-a fee therefor which 
will range from $2 for a less than 2- 
horse power car up to $12 for a car 
over 72-horse-power. This registry or li- 
cense is to be renewed annually. 

Owners of cars will not be required 
to take out certificates as chauffeurs, 
but any man who drives a car for pay 
must register as a professional chauf- 
feur. This registry costs $2 the year. 

The new law permits speed up to 2% 
miles an hour outside of cities. with 
special speed regulations. If that speed 
is exceeded the policeman or constable 


not less than half a mile. The law per- 
mits officers to arrest for careless or 
dangerous driving anywhere. 

The application blanks for owners for 
car registry and of chauffeurs for reg- 
istry are being furnished to its members 
only by the Automobile Club of St.

The city license will be con- 
Siderably reduced on most cars, as 
the city is not permitted to charge 
more than the State.

Two Dreadnoughts of 30,000 
Tons Each on Naval. Pro- 


gram for 1911-12. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., July 8.—Two 
dreadnaughts of 30,000 tons each and 
costing $16,000,000 each will be the 
main feature of the 1911 and 1912 
building program of the United States 
Navy. Plans for the ships are under 
consideration by the Government 
Board of the Navy. 

These vessels will surpass any 
fighting machines afloat if the pres- 
ent designs are approved. The Dig- 
west vessels are the Texas and New 
York, 27,000 tons, now under con- 
struction. No drawing of these ves- 
sels has been made public. 

It is understood, however, that 
they will have a speed in excess of 
any of the othér dreadnaughts now 
building. They also will carry heav- 
ler armor and armament.

SHOW INCREASE IN 
COST OF LIVING 


All Prices Go Up Four Per Cent 
in a Single 
Year. 


WASHINGTON, July 8.—The high cost 
of living is no myth, An investigation 
by the Bureau of Labor of the prices of 
2°57 commodities during 1910 shows that 
wholesale prices then were 4 per cent 
higher than in 1909 and 16 per cent 
above the average of 1907, which was 
the year of highest prices since 1890. 

In view of the Cayadian reciprocity 
discussion an interesting item in the bu- 
reau report shows that the wholesale 
prices of farm products was 7.5 per 
cent higher in 1910 than in 1909, 

Wholesale prices in 1910 were 19.1 per 
cent higher than in 1900; 4.7 per cent 
higher than 1897 (which was the year 
of lowest prices between 1890 and 1910), 
16.6 per cent higher than 1890 and 81.6 
per cent higher than the average high 
prices between 1890 and 1899. 

The highest prices in this decade were 
reached in October, 1907, when a gen- 
eral decline began which continued un- 
til August, 1908. A rise then set in 
and there were monthly increases with- 
out a break up to March, 1910, when 
wholesale prices reached the highest 
point in 2 years. They were then 21.1 
per cent higher than the average o! 
1900; 49.2 per cent higher than the year- 
ly average of 1897, and 33.8 per -cent 
higher than the average prices of i 
years between 1890 and 1899. 

Then followed a slight decline and 
from June to December, 1910, prices 
remained nearly level, and at the 
close of 1910 they were still x30 per 
cent higher than the 10-year average 
between 1890 and 1900, and 45.4 per 
cent higher than the record set by the 
high price year 1897. 

Prices of lumber and building ma- 
terials increased 10.7 per cent; farm 
products, 7.5; drugs, 4.1; foodstuffs, 
3.8; clothing 2.7, and the miscella- 
neous group of commodities 6.7 per 
cent, and potatoes increased 300 per 
cent; eggs, 90 per cent; coffee, 60 per 
cent and mess beef, 35 per cent.

LONE OF EXPRESS

Companies Answer Complaints 
by Extending Service in 
the West End. 


Express companies In St. Louls an- 
nounced yesterday that they would ex- 
tend the zone of free delivery Aug. 1 
to include several miles of additional 
territory in the West End and on the 
South Side.

Federal Agents Find Molds for 
Dollars in Cabin of Man 
Strangely Slain. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

UNION, Mo., July 8—Positive proof 
was found today that A. B. Small, who 
was slain and thrown in the river, under 
whose bed counterfeit money was 
found, was a manufacturer of spurious 
coin. 

Several dies for making counterfeit 
silver dollars were found today wrapped 
in flour sacks, which had been placed 
in the lower drawer of a kitchen safe. 
The search was made by United States 
Secret Service Agent F. W. Summers, 
assisted by Prosecuting Attorney W. L. 
Cole, and Acting Coroner D. W. Bried. 

Not a house of any kind is within 
three-fourths of a mile of the cabin 
where Small lived alone for four years. 
Small had been in the habit of going 
down the ravine from his house to the 
Meramoc late in the afternoon each day 
and crossing the river after his mail 
which was left by the rural caltrier. 

All the facts obtainable in the day’s 
research indicate he had gone after his 
mail as usual Wednesday evening and 
that he was shot by someone on the 
bank just before he was to land. It Is 
thought by some that he must have seen 
his ‘assailant as the body plunged for- 
ward and fell into the water. 

A neighbor of Small's says a man 
came to his home at 3 p. m. Wednes- 
day and asked for his shotgun, saying 
that he wished to kill squirrels for a 
sick friend and that the gun was re- 
turned before dark. The gun was load- 
ed when taken away, but empty when 
returned. 

No one connects the killing with the 
making of the counterfeit money. 

Small had no relatives in the county, 
but has two brothers in Tuscumbia, Mil- 
ler County.

Crop news abroad 
was quite bearish. The official report 
for the United Kingdom indicated a 
yield slightly over the average,.anda 
the official bulletin of Portugal said 
that country had raised enough for 
home consumption and would not be 
an importer this season. 

Broomhall’s Liverpool cable stated 
that the market there opened abovt 
steady. The strength in America on 
Friday wags offset by favorable reports 
from Russia pre-holiday profit tak- 
ing. Weather in the United King- 
dom is favorable. A slight advance 
occurred before the close, due to the 
bullish reports on the spring wheat 
crop in the United States. 

Minneapolis stocks decreased 50,000 
bu. for one day, and total stocks there 
are 7,089,058 bu, a@ decrease for the 
week of 369,500 bu., and an Increase 
over last year of 2,998,165 bu. The 
cash demand at Minneapolis was re- 
ported fair, but there was little 
change in the flour demand. 

Reports from the Northwest were 
mixed, some being so extremely pes- 
simistic that no ome believed them, 
while others, evidently more truth- 
ful, indicated generally favorable con- 
ditions.

You recognize at once Madison Square, when 
you see his picture, with the unfinished Hoffman 
House raising above the trees—honestly incom- 
plete—but softened to an inobtrusive indistinct- 
ness—the freakish Flatiron Building; the cab, 
solid and heavy with bedraggled horse at the 
squat fountain, the people with the air of being 
driven, that characterizes a rainy-day crowd hur- 
rying under dripping trees. 

Though you have crossed and recrossed that 
square, dodging automobiles and holding your 
skirts, breathless, trying to roand the wind-swept 
Flatiron, and slushed on, chilled and wet, in the 
very same spirit of that crowd, yet, when you 
see it on canvas, this heart of the metropolis has 
an old-world serenity. Cornoyer has glossed it 
with his own tranquility; he is always the con- 
templative observer, never a mover in the throng. 

Rigorously modern as he is in choice of sub- 
jects—even in his “Excavation of the New York 
Central,” he has made romance out of the loco- 
motive and red-shirted workman with his pick- 
ax, as Kipling with his steel bridge—yet he is 
conservative in technique, sober, unsensational, 
guiet in appeal. He can interpret the sob or 
smile of a great city, but he does it with the 
soft pedal on. He has invented no new or start- 
ling brush strokes, no clever trick of prospect- 
ive, and his deep rich color hag nothing bizarre’ 
about it. His technique, like the style of the best 
prose writers is merely a means to an end, and 
the soul of New York isthat end. 

He insists that the’ is nothing ugly in our 
modern life. Everythifg is in the eye of the

beholder. The automobile skims like a bird. 
brushing the wave, the aeroplane swims in the 
blue heavens; the locomotive is a huge earth- 
shaking beast. We should look to ourselves for 
our art, he asserts. 

Art dealers Corn»yer believes to be the worst 
enemies of American art. They dump upon.us 
unexpert canvases—the rubbish of the Middle 
Ages. Zhe genuine old masters are in the gal- 
leries of Europe; they have the wheat and we 
get the chaff. 


Americans ought to buy American pictures 
by American painters for the same reason wr 
make only native-born presidents; not for patri 
otic reasons—because art should have no geo 
graphic limits—but because only our own kin 
understands us and sympathy is the keynote-o. 
sincere expression. 

“The streets of Paris, with the admirable sky- 
line, the violet vapors at twilight, the sheer, 
delicate trees of the boulevards and squares never 
appealed to me,” says Cornoyer, “though there 
I had every extraneous aid to art, as strongly: as 
the fruit vendor and the morning throngs In Mad- 
ison Square, with the sunlight breaking through 
the trees. I feel then the glow of American life; 
it is the call of my blood, and thategoes into my 
work.” 

His picture of Life and Sun has been favorably 
compared to the work of Sorolla, the Spanish 
artist of sunlight, who took $100,000 out of New 
York within a few months and whose- pictures 
created a sensation in St. Louis.

I had done a street scene of Paris, took 
it to Mr. Noonan and told him for heaven’s sake 
to sell it for $50. He was the best fellow in 
the world and tried desperately. He told me he 
offered it to a rich art lover of St. Louis for $10— 
he was willing to put up the remaining $40 him- 
self, but Mr. Picture-Buyer sneeringly refused to 
even pay the freight. That nearly bowled me 
over. I thought I would have to go back to car- 
tooning. 

“Then I sent it—bruised with the insult, for I 
felt it to be sincere and honest work—to an eXx- 
hibition in Chicago, and boldly marked at $300. 
Almost immediately I got a letter from William 
Chase—our Sargent—saying he had bought it and 
inviting me to come to New York as, artistically, 
I did not belong to St. Louis. In a week I had 
about $1000 worth of commissions from Mr. Sam- 
uel Dodd and others. and so came on.” 

“And you don’t sel] pictures any more for $10?” 

“No,” he smiled, without a speck of pride, “I 
get a little more.” 

“And is America really such a laggard in art?” 

“In appreciation, yes: in execution, no. Our 


crowding around him, exclaiming how honest and 
eloquent his work was, how he invested the com- 
mon and near with a far-away beauty, and how 
much they rejoiced, “because it’s you, Paul.” 

And you quite agree with them, for Cornoyer 
has the power of genius, without its idiocies; suc- 
cess subtracted from snobbishness; he is pains- 
taking, but can also flash; best of all, he is a 
St. Louisan and proud of it.

In a review, written for “The Monthly Cyclo- 
pedia and Medical Bulletin,” upon Sinclair’s book, 
«“The Fasting Cure,” Dr. .Bassler wields a slash- 
ing harpoon of criticism with energy and ruth- 
lessness. After intimating—most unkindest cut 
of all!—that the novelist belongs to “g so-called 
literary cla’*,” the piysician applies to his op- 
ponent the names of- ‘‘charlatan,” “shallow and 
unscrupulous sensationalist,” and “ignorant ‘ego- 
tist.’

| MAY be asked why I should answer Upton

One on my secretary switched the hall 
phone to the one on my office desk. A man’s 
voice at the other end, some twenty miles out of 
Manhattan, bogged me to start at once to meet 
the physician of his family in consultation, his 
sister being seriously ill. 


HEN I arrived, | saw 
a middfe-aged woman, 
a reader in a Christian Scien- 
tist church, by the way-—-who 
had quite reached the end of 
a year’s downward course of 
pernicidue auemia. The story 
unfolded was, therapeutics by 
Christiah Science for the first seven months, 4 
Lernarr McFadden diet of nuts, beans and other 
vegetarianisms for about two more, then a Salis- 
bury diet cf meat and water for some weeks 
‘anger, and the “fasting cure” for 11 days prior 
to the time | saw her.

Further on appears this 
line: “As one man, who wrote me a letter of en- 
thusiastic gratitude, expresses it: ‘I have spent 
over $500 in the last 10 years trying to get well 
on medicine. It cost me only 30 cents to use 
your method, and for.that 30 cents I obtained 
relief a million-fold more beneficia) than $500 
worth of medicine.’” How similar is‘the flavor 
of all of this to the claims of the medicine faker 
and charlatan! 


There are certain people in this world who are 
born faddi. ss. One wears a monocle in ‘public, 
or perhaps an inch-wide silk tape to his eye- 
glasses—-both of which are discarded when the 
wearer is alone. Another mates a specialty of 
fancy waistcoats, and the next of some veculiar 
mode of talking to attract the puplic. But there 
is a type, prevalent mainly among people of the 
so-called literary class, though common enough 
among others, which is mentally warped on the 
subject of health fads. It is largely among these 
persons that the cults, isms, pathies, etc., have 
their sway. As a rule they are as impractical a 
group of individuals for the substantial advance 
of the world’s problems as can be seen, and as 
far as their own physical welfare is concerned, 
they are lucky to have God’s grace and the ac- 
commodations of nature to assist them.

The fast is nature's remedy for all dis- 
eases—when you feel sick, fast.” What better 
manifestation of the faker or faddist born in 
ignorance of the subject! 

W® physicians, going 

from one sick-bed to 
another, soon learn one thing 
from clinical experience, and 
that is, that whatever the dis- 
ease or whoever the patient, 
when, by whatevcr means em- 
ployed, nutrition by foods is 
or can be kept up, the chances of ‘mprovement 
are enhanced according to the quanti‘y of food 
intake.

HILE the 
potentates and pluto- 
crats of the world 
were fighting for 
front row seats in 
London at the recent 
crowning .of George 
and Mary, and, in- 
cidentally, were not

HE career of Emilie Grigsby has been in- 
T tensely romantic, with a tinge of fascin- 
ating mystery and just a dash of that 
intangible scandal] which, while it enveloped her 
like a faint mist, never reached the density of 
un fog to obliterate her with its smirch. This 
was in the nature of a “defense,” and had to do 
with the life and occupation of her mother when 
she lived in Cincinnati, and of the guardianship 
of her by the late Charles T, Yerkes, who se- 
eured her future with a fortune estimated at 
from $2,500,000 to $4,000,000. 

Emilie Grigsby was born in Cincinnati where 
little is known of her anteccdents. The people 
of Cincinnati who knew her mother did not 
even know of the existence of the child until the 
publicity attending the virtual adoption of her by 
Yerkes, the {,hicago traction king, brought out 
the fact tha «te was the daughter of Sue Grigsby.

Sue Grigs- 
by was a Kentucky Robinson, and married Capt. 
Louis Grigsby when she was 16 years old. They 
went to New York where Grigsby lost his for- 
tune of $100,000 in Wall street, then took his 
family to Denver and died. : 

“Mrs. Grigsby remained in Denver with her 
children, Braxton and Emilie, two years, then 
came to Cincinnati. She placed Emilie in the 
Ursuline Convent and sent Braxton to a boys’ 
school in Dayton -while they were both very 
young, and they were kept in ignorance of her 
life and associations. Finally,- her relatives in 
Hackensack, N. J., sent for them. Braxton be- 
came a newspaper reporter in New York and in 
the line of his duty met Charles T. Yerkes. The 
traction magnate took a great fancy to the young 
fellow and made him his private secretary. 

“It has been stated that Yerkes first made the 
acquaintance of Emilie Grigsby when she was 
12 years old, but I believe that they were intro- 
duced by Braxton Grigsby, who was very: proud 
of his beautiful young sister and wanted his em- 
ployer to know her. 

“At all events it was not long after Braxton was 
given a good position by Yerkes that Sue Grigsby 
left Cincinnati and went to live with her children 
in New York.

eT family took apartments at 
rrenoble, where they lived well, and 
it was there that Sue Grigsby met 
Yerkes. The. sophisticated Mrs. Grigsby was 
soon made aware of the admiration the mature 
traction king felt for her beautiful young daugh- 
ter, and while she was probably a most ex- 
acting chaperon, she was not oblivious to the 
material advantages of such a friendship. Tp 
her adroit financial management of the friend- 
ship of the aging multimillionaire for her tender 
young daughter is attributed tne fact that when 
Yerkes died Emilie was the only one who bene- 
fited without doubt from his largess. Mrs. Yerkes 
fell into poverty from magnificence, and the great 
bequests her husband haq intended for her, for 
a hospital and in the gift of his valuable art 
collection fel] to nothing. 

Yerkes’ intentions in these respects had been 
sincere, but he died before he finished the de- 
tails. Not so with his gifts to the lovely Emilie. 
After Yerkes’ death when the financial storm 
broke, it was discovered that Emilfe nad the deed 
to the magnificent house at 660 Park avenue, and 
47,000 shares of the London Underground Rail- 
road, called the “Tuppenny Tube,” worth at least 
$50 a share, and only she knows how much more 
besides. It was'said that Sue Grigsby saw to it 
that these gifts to her daughter were not mere 
promises but were entirely negotiable. 

In 1898 Yerkes built the splendid mansion at 
660 Park avenue for his ward, and furnished it 
sumptuously. On account of the unusual archi- 
tectural features in the tower, entrance to which 
was by a private passage, the keys to which were 
ield by Mr. Yerkes, and other features, it was 
known as “The House of Mystery.” It was given 
absolutely to the young girl and a um of money 
sufficient to maintain it properly was set aside. 
A year or so later Miss Grigsby was assessed for 
realty and personal property $500,000. 

This house was not far from the famous Yerkes 
mansion on Fifth avenue, and the art objects 
which adorned its rooms rivalled those in the 
home in which Mrs. Yerkes lived. In the high 
central hall the walls were half concealed by 
Aubusson tapestries and medieval ecclesiastic 
draperies, the latter glistening with semi-precious 
stones used in the embroidery. In the magnifi- 
cent salon on the fourth floor costly draperies 
hung from the oak beams which divide the walls 


into panels, wh‘le almost priceless Oriental rugs 
covered the polished floors. On the walls of the 
halls and galleries were masterpieces. 

Miss Grigsby is literary, and she has a nimble 
pen. In her library were 11,000 volumes bought 
for her by Yerkes, which included what is 
known as the Munchausen collection. 

[t was after she had ‘been given this splendid 
house that she put the gifted pen to paper and 
produced her nove] “I,” which had the supplemen- 
tary title, “In Which a Woman Tells About Her- 
self.” Yerkes was made the core of the plot, 
and it was kept a secret from him by the fai. 
young novelist and her publishers. 

The hero is Ross Kimball, “a railroad king.” 
The heroine is Mrs. Lloyd, the beautiful young 
wife of a struggling architect whom the magnate 
employs to build a house for him.  Insidiously 
Kimbal] gets the young wife to put into the house. 
the arrangements and furnishings she would 
choose for herself. 

Kimball] opens the new house and buys Mrs. 
Lloyd a beautiful new gown to wear at the 
function with his wife’s consent, for he has a 
wife, a colorless sort of woman. The description 
of the house is not unlike that of the “House of 
Mystery” on Park avenue. She says: 

“He turned now, pushed away the curtain and 
unlocked the door which it had concealed. This 
door opened into a narrow passage from which 
his private staircase gave the only access to the 
second floor of the octagon tower. The key to 
this door Mr. Kimball had always kept himself, 
as he wished one place, he said, wheré he could 
keep certain of his possessions in absolute pri- 
vacy. This portion of the tower had not as yet 


been finished off, however. This at least was 
what Irving and I had supposed.

HE first negro school in Missouri was founded in Kansas City by J. Milton Turner in 

T 1868. The school commissioners, were ex-Confederates and refused to appropriate 
a salary for him. ! 

Every Saturday night or so, he says, Jesse James, the celebrated bandit, rode over 
from Liberty, Mo., shot up Kansas City and rebbeq its citizens. Then he would gallop to 
the negro school, discharge his pistols in the air anqg shout: 

“Where's that nigger school teacher?” 

“I would go out in fear and trembling,” Turner relates, “and say: ‘Here I am, boss.’ 
‘Haven’t those commissioners done anything for you yet?’ James would yell. And I would 
answer: ‘No, boss.’ 

“*Then I'll have to help you,’ he would roar, and give me $10, $15 or $20. 
Jesse James I could not have kept up the school.”

The explanation is simple. It has been discov- 
ered that watered lettuce leaves give caterpillars 
the cholera. One caterpillar so infected spreads 
the disease among its fellows. In Massachusetts 
the epidemic is spreading among caterpillars, 
browntails and gypsies, much to the delight of 
the State entomologists, who almost despaired of 
ever getting rid of the pests. 

A caterpillar suffering from caterpillar cholera, 
or wilt disease, soon stops eating, becomes weak 
and lazy, and usually crawls up on some object 
and dies, 


very first sum, $20, towards the 
establishment of Lincoln Insti- 
tute, was contributed by the 
Rev. Samuel A. Love, now ad- 
‘vanced in age, but for many 
years prominent among negro 
Baptists in Missouri. Love was 
Major of the Eleventh Volun- 
teer United States Infantry, 
composed of negro troops. 
Turner's position as State 
Superintendent of negro schools 
was turned by him to political 
advantage in 1870, the first 
year in which negroes voted in 
Missouri. The State Republican 
convention, which met in Jef- 
ferson City, had 220 black ‘el- 
egates, who knew just enough 
to vote solidly as Turner in- 
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vhat the negro ieaaer neia the balance of power 
in the convention. 

“The Republicans learned a lesson that week,” 
says he. “They haven’t allowed the negroes 220 
delegates since.” 

Carl Schurz, United States Senator from Mis- 
souri, endeavored to put through a plank for the 
re-enfranchisement of ex-Confederates. Although 
approving of the measure, Turner found minor 
phrases of the bill which alarmed him. and he 
threw the solid phalanx of the negro delegation 
against Schurz, who was therefore defeated again 
and again. Such pressure was placed upon Turn- 
er that he telegraphed President Grant for in- 
structions. The reply came: 

“You don’t seem to know that I hear every 
speech in the convention by means of a wire on 
my desk. You are right. Who cares for Carl 
Schurz? Stand pat. U. 8. GRANT.” 

That dispatch, read by Turner on the floo- 
of the convention, split the Republican party in 
Missouri wide open. B. Gratz Brown was elected 
Governor. Schurz failed of renomination for 
Senator, and the honor went to Frank P. Blair, 
who was afterwards elected. Brown, who 
was editor of the St. Louis Democrat, was wound- 
ed at Selma in the Jast duel in Missouri in which 
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tine streets. Thither the boy would be sent to 
buy a “long picayune’s” worth of whisky. This 
coin was 61-4 cents, and it bought a quart of the 
beverage. Grant, agcording to Turner, abhorred 
the new-fangled method of coloring whisky brown, 
and always insisted upon having his white, like 
moonshine.

Turner relates a story of a picturesque African 
prince, named Seyton, whose father was chief of 
a large tribe, with 40,000 warriors, on the border 
of Liberia: Seyton was sent to Oxford and then 
studied military tactics with the German army. 
On his return he smuggled in mary rifles and as- 
siduously drilled his army after the German fash- 
ion. When the time was ripe, he seized Cape Pal- 
mas County, a Liberian territory. 

The Liberian army of 4000 men was dispatched 
to expel him. Forming an ambuscade with great 
skill after the best Prussian tactics, Seyton cap- 


tured the whole Liberian army, bag and baggage.. 


“The President appealed to me,” relates Turn- 
er, “to go get his army. I had to wire to Madeira, 
thence to Lisbon. thence to London and thence 
to Washington for permission to intervene. In 30 
days Commander Schley/ with several ships, came 
sailing into the harbor from Lisbon. 

“I went out with some marines, under Midship- 
man Winslow, later distinguished in the Spanish- 
American War, to see the chief of the tribe. He 
was every inch a king, in stature and bearing. 

“‘You your King’s little boy—humph?’ 
asked me. 

“*Yos,’ said I 

“*Then why no your king come to see me his- 
self?’ thundered the chief. ‘Why send little boy?’ 

“T explained that it wasn’t convenient just then 
for the President of the United States to join him 
in a conference, and added that unless he turned 
the Liberian army loose I would hang him and 
Seyton too. 

“There could have been a terrific battle in a 
minute, but I instructed Schley to fire several 
broadsides from the fleet. At the same time .I 
told Winslow to turn loose a Gati'ng gun upon 
the forest. The effect was tremendous. The 
land shook with the roar of the guns, and 400 
bullets a minute from the Gatling gun tore trees 
to shreds. The chief leaped straight in the air 
and shouted: : 

“‘Your King big man—whoo—ee! 
such big man? No!’ 

“Soon afterwards the Liberian army was once 
more free and marching back to the capital.” 

’ When President Grant gave Turner his creden- 
tials, he said: 

“TI shall hold you just as responsible as I d: 
the Ambassador at the Court of St. James.” Th: 
neero took the hint, and by assiduous reading 
made Rimeelf an authority on international law, 
so much so that he was once chairman of a com- 
mittee of arbitration to settle’a dispute between 
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Said the Emperor to the ex-slave: 

“Welcome to Germany!” 

“I’m very glad to see you,” roared Bismarck, 
the man of blood and iron, in his thuaderous 
The Crown Prince, now the Emperor, was 
more loguacfous.

“When I got near the river, the commander 
of a battery of artillery told me to go to the 
wharf and see whether Gen. Grant had ar- 
rived. He had just come, and I showed him

HILE Queen Mary was putting an end 

W to the hobble skirt in her domain, 

Amos Kidder, an American, was heap-

practically enormous the breeding of wild 

creatures in captivity for their pelts has 
become a new and extensive industry and. has 
proved to be fairly simple, inexpensive and yield- 
ing enormous profits.

This new kind of farming is most interesting,

The feeding of the foxes is not particularly 
expens've, as a great number of rabbits are to 
be easily trapped near at hand, and bones and 
table scraps make excellei. food. An ovcasional 
fowl is tendered to the well-fed reynard, who 
thrives amazingly in his semi-captivity. He is 
so treated that he scarcely realizes the differ- 
ence between a wild life and this amazingly easy 
existence. He becomes tame and accustomed 
to the presence of mankind, but he bas plenty of 
room for roaming, because the fox runs cover 
nearly two or three acres of the Mainc fox farm, 
fenced only by coarse wire netting that has none 
of the guise of a prison wall to the fox’s eyes. 

These acres are divided into several large 
yards and many smaller individual pens.

It should be 
remembered, however, that the true translation 
of the motto, “Honi soit qui mal y pense,” is not 
as usually given, “Evil to him who evil thinks,” 
but “Dishonored be he who thinks evil of it,” and 
that alttough the contemporar® . Ssart makes 
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po mention of the traditional origin of the order, 
a writer in the next century (Mondonus Belvaleti, 
1463) hinted tat the foundation was in honor of 
the female sex. 

The order, as originally founded by Edward 
Ilf, was a military fraternity under the special 
patronage of St. George, and St. George’s Chapel, 
Windsor, founded for it by the same King on 
the site of an earlier chapel, was the special 
Chapel of the Knights, who had, and stil] have, 
their stalls there, on the backs of which are fixed: 
the wonderful series of engraved and enameled 
heraldic plates, bearing their arms and one at 
least of which dates to the century of the foun- 
dation of the order. Over the stalls are the helms, 
crests, swords and banners of the Knights. The 
order consists of the sovereigns and 25 Knights 
Companions; of whom the Prince of Wales is al- 
ways one.
